The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. The clerks of the circuit courts in the cierks of cirentt
several counties of this state are hereby authorized and Sourt toteglster
required to make out an alphabetical register from the alized persons.
records of their several offices, in a suitable book to be
provided for that purpose, of 'the names of all persons
who have heretofore been admitted to citizenship of the
United States of America, together with the date of
such admission, and it shall be the duty of such clerk to
register in such book in like manner the names of all
pe'rasons who may hereafter become citizens as afore-
said.

SectoN 2. Such clerks shall be entitled to receive Fees for same.
from their several counties as compensation for making
such register, two cents for every name so registered.

SecTioN 3. This actshall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and pubhcauon.
